Free Lodging Days Past, Says 


Mayor Kaps; Other Police News 


Mayor Kaps made known in po 


lice court Tuesday two new rules 
that have been laid down by the 
department' which will be strictly 
adhered to in the future.

kept for a day or two's work to 
make np for their care, the mayor 
saying the expense of buying dis- 
infectants for the prison alone aft- 
er accommodating so mnny tran- 
sients proving quite an item, to 
say nothing of the cost of feeding 
them.
